A wave of lootings, beatings and 
vandalism swept over strife-torn 
San Francisco and Oakland to- 
day as the 160th Infantry, Cali- 
fornia National Guard, moved 
in from Los Angeles, taking po- 
sitions on both sides of San 
Francisco Bay. 


The 
troops from Southern 


California brought the total of 
steel-hclmctcd National Guards- 
men, 
carrying bayoneted rifles 


and flanked by whippet tanks, 
artillery and machine ?uns, up 
to more than 5,000, leaving only 
1500 
members of the militia, 


which is completely under arms, 
in reserve.

1500 members of the 
militia, 


which is completely under arms, 
in reserve.

NNOUNCEMENT that steps are to be taken (o begin experi- 


ments on humans to test the value of the serum, believed to 


be an immunizer against infantile paralysis, developed by Dr. 
Maurice Brodie, of New York University, and his laboratory 
assistant inspires hope (hat a preventive of this disease has been 
found. 


The subjects are to be inmaies of orphanages, should the 


courts approve. 
They will be children under six years of age, 


the class most susceptible to the disease. 


It is not to be a rash step involving risks to the health, and 


possibly lives of the subjects. 
The effects of the serum have 


been studied through various stages of experiments. 
Monkeys 


were made immune to paralysis by injection of the serum. The 
next stage was'to try it on humans. 
Three New York physi- 


cians, Drs. William H. Park, Josephine Neal and Henry Wirt, 
volunteered as subjects. 
Injections were given them without 


any ill effects following. 


Medical authorities participating in the study of the serum 


believe they way now has been cleared for the final test, the 
test which will prove whether the serum has any value as a pre- 
ventive.

State Treasurer Water's report on the state's financial condition 


in the fiscal year just ended contains little cheer for the taxpayer, but 
it should serve a useful purpose in showing the extent of Pennsylvania's 
unemployment relief problem at the present time—and the urgent neces- 
sity of continued federal aid. 


The report shows the state has no money available for relief. It 


shows that a special session of the legislature at this time would only 
add to the complexities of the relief problem. It shows that the govern- 
ment, if the hundreds of thousands in this state dependent upon pub- 
lic funds for sustenance are to be fed and clothed the rest of this year, 
must continue its allotment uncut. 


If Governor Pinchot is sincere in endeavoring to avoid an extra 


session of the legislature he should take this financial report—and a 
statement showing the state's contribution to the nation's tax bill—to 
Washington and place it before the FERA heads with demand for un- 
abated federal appropriation for the unemployed for the balance of 1934. 


The stringency in the state's cash position is blamed in Mr. 


Waters' report upon the breakdown in the liquor revenue estimates. Fan- 
tastic profits had been anticipated from the state stores. When these 
profits failed to materialize, funds for relief purposes were quickly ex- 
hausted. That is the whole story of the state's inability to carry the 
relief load any further this year. 


When the state had money it provided for the unemployed, even 


met federal contributions dollar for dollar. Just now it appears to be 
without the money. In all fairness to the state, and to the state's de- 
pendents, now is the time for the government, instead of threatening 
to withdraw its aid, to meet all relief needs without stint.—Philadelphia 
Inquirer.

SCHEME TO BEAT DROUGHTS 


An example of "long-range planning." that has at least some merit 


Is the suggestion now under consideration at Washington of a "shelter 
belt of trees" to protect the country's vast western and mid-westeru 
farming areas from droughts and dust storms. 


As outlined by its proponents, the plan, which would take 10 years 


to finish, would include the planting of a belt of trees 100 miles wide to 
reach from the Canadian border to Texas—1,300 miles through the Da- 
kotas, Nebraska, Kansas and Oklahoma. 


It would not be B solidly wooded area, however. First there would 


be, Charles Lathrop Pack, American Tree Association president, explained, 
a strip of trees, then a broader strip of farming lands, another strip of 
trees and so on—the "wide way" of the belt. 


As Pack says: 
"Such a programme will go far towards preventing wind erosion 


of the soil, such as occurred during the recent drought, and would add 
vastly to the fertility of farm lands in the enormous section east of the 
Rocky Mountains to the Mississippi River." 


Certain it is that vast natural resources of splendid farming areas 


have been wasted away by the long dry spells that periodically attack the 
country's great agricultural districts. 
And the advantages in conserva- 


tion of them through a plan such as this should readily be seen by most 
observers. 


The cost? 
An estimated 575.000,000, which is a lot of money, but scarcely noth- 


ing when compared to the enormous appropriations approved by our 73rd 
congress for projects far more doubtful than this. 


HUMAN SACRIFICE 


A long, long time ago. when people were going to erect a great 


public building, they would begin by killing a slave or a prisoner of war 
tnd sealing his body in the foundations. This was supposed to bring 
good luck, prosperity, or something equally desirable. 


We don't do things like that any more; but we might remember 


that almost every large building project, even now, costs at least one 
life—and sometimes a good many more than one—before it gets com- 
pleted. 


Witness, for example, figures released by the Nevada Industrial 


Insurance Commission which show that no fewer than 45 workmen have 
been accidentally killed while at work on the Boulder Dam project since 
March, 1331. 


This job is a stupendous one and its difficulties are vast; the toll 


of deaths probably Isn't any sign of eagerness or improper procedure. 
It's just a reminder that a great construction project, now, as in the 
old days, requires its sacrifice of human life.

"One of the cardinal health rules 
is proper bodily elimination. It ts 
perhaps the 
most 
outstandingly 
broken one of all nature's funda- 
mental requirements. Because 
of 
the sedentary habits of thousands 
who do nothing whatsoever beyond 
an automobile ride to give the body 
the active stimulation 
associated 
with physical work and exercise, 
the alimentary system is hard put 
adequately to perform 
its 
duties. 


And the 'soft' diet which is today's 
| usual fare in no way helps the sit- 
uation; in truth, it definitely adds 
to the burden," states Dr. Theodore 
B. Appel. State Secretary of Health. 


"Very often an adjustment of the 


diet and exercise as outlined by the 
family physician who, by the way, 
should be consulted if constipation 
persists, will satisfactorily 
develop 


proper regulation. 
However, fre- 


quently obstinate and long'standing 
cases resist the ordinary methods. 
Artificial measures are then usually 
Indicated. 


"There are various types of help 
that have proven valuable. Agar- 
agai', which is Japanese seaweed, Is 
available in granulated form. This 
agent has no drug effect, but by in- 
creasing the bulk of the intestinal 
contents, stimulates the bowels to 
action. 


"Again, psyllium seeds are often 


used. Like agar-agar they provide 
bulk, have no drug effect, but in ad- 
dition possess lubricating qualities, 
as they become gelatinous on ab- 
sorbing moisture. 


"Mineral oil is often taken. It is 
a lubricator and softener. It is not 
habit forming and is non-fattening. 


"Bran has enjoyed, and still en- 


joys, varying degrees of popularity. 
Undoubtedly it provides bulk and 
stimulation to the intestinal tract. As 
Is known, it is most commonly con- 
sumed in bread, biscuits, crackers, 
or as a straight bran added to other 
cereals. It seems to be effective in 
some cases, but it apparently has its 
limitations also. When Improperly 
and excessively used it may have an 
irritating effect upon some pat- 
ients. 
"Salt solution made by adding two 


teaspoonfulls of ordinary salt to a 
quart of water sometimes is of value.

As outlined by its proponents, the plan, which would take 10 years 
to finish, would include the planting of a belt of trees 100 miles wide to 
reach from the Canadian border to Texas—1,300 miles through the Da- 
kotas, Nebraska, K ansas and Oklahoma. 
It would not be a solidly wooded area, however. 
First there would 
be, Charles Lathrop Pack, American Tree Association president, explained, 
n strip of trees, then a broader strip of farm ing lands, another strip of 
trees and so on—the “wide way” of the belt. 
As Pack says: 
“Such a program me will go far towards preventing wind erosion 
of the soil, such as occurred during the recent drought, and would add 
vastly to the fertility of farm lands in the enormous section east of the 
Rocky M ountains to the Mississippi River.”

this month, Americans know more 
about what is happening than Ger- 
man citizens know. This is a tri- 
bute to the American correspon- 
dents. 


Germany under Hitler is making 


the same mistake with reference to 
censorship that was made by Ger- 
many during the World War. Berlin 
does not seem to have learned that 
the psychology of the 
American 


public is far different from that of 
continental peoples. Plain matter-of- 
fact statements, such as issued by 
the Hitler regime, do not suffice 
to explain to Americans many of 
the incidents connected with the 
Nazi "purging." 


During the World War Germany's 


case was not presented to the United 
States. This was due, for the most 
part, to lack of German foresight 
and to ignorance and unwillingness. 
A small part of the reason was the 
alert and clever propaganda service 
o' the Allies. 


At the outbreak of the War, Ger- 


many was first unwilling, perhaps 
due to lack of facilities for com- 
munication, to get much 
news 


through to American newspapers. 
Many of the dispatches that arrived 
came through enemy channels, and 
were garbled and distorted to suit 
the interest of the Allies. 


It is quite generally believed (and 


there are many who are still of the 
same conviction) that Germany had 
the subtlest and best propaganda 
service during the World War, but 
this is far from. true. The Allies em- 
ployed an old trick to create this 
Impression: they used their own 
propaganda media to call attention 


of Americans to the "insidious Ger- 
man propaganda. "This provided a 
smoke screen for the working of 
their own designs. 


"German propaganda" and, in 


fact, the word "propaganda" Itself, 
came to have a sinister meaning to 
the great majority of Americans 
from 1914 until the close of the War, 
and there are still many who believe 
erroneously as they did then that 
Germany was a past master in the 
art. That Germany had a minimum 
of coordinated propaganda during 
the World War is quite generally 
accepted by students of the ques- 
tion today. 


Under Hitler's regime, rigid cen- 


sorship has again acted as a boom- 
erang, eventually harming Germany 
more in other countries than would 
a system of open and candid re- 
lations with correspondents. 
Such 


a system, of course, would be im- 
possible, 
for dictatorship cannot 


last long unless the citizens of a 
country are kept in ignorance. Yet 
any form of dictatorship always 
paves the way for its own ruin 
through censorship. 


The lessons we should learn from 


Germany's plighb are many. Out- 
standing among these are two: (1) 
Democracy cannot hope to exist 
where any form, however mild, of 
censorship is allowed by the people. 
(2) Rigid censorship is the one 
method of maintaining, temporarily 
at least, a dictatorship. Such a from 
of government must of necessity be 
based upon complete ignorance on 
the pait of the people under the 
dictatorship.

Sifting The Foreign News

this month, Americans know more 
about what is happening than Ger­ 
man citizens know. This is a tri­ 
bute to the American correspon­ 
dents. 
Germany under Hitler is making 
the same mistake with reference to 
censorship that was made by Ger­ 
many during the World War. Berlin 
does not seem to have learned that 
the psychology of the American 
public is far different from that of 
continental peoples. Plain m atter-of- 
fact statements, such as issued by 
the Hitler regime, do not suffice 
to explain to Americans many of 
the incidents connected with the 
Nazi “purging.” 
During the World War Germany’s 
case was not presented to the United 
States. This was due, for the most 
part, to lack of German foresight 
and to ignorance and unwillingness. 
A small part of the reason was the 
alert and clever propaganda service 
of the Allies. 
At the outbreak of the War, Ger­ 
many was first unwilling, perhaps 
due to lack of facilities for com­ 
munication, 
to 
get 
much 
news 
through to American newspapers. 
Many of the dispatches that arrived 
came through enemy channels, and 
were garbled and distorted to suit 
the interest of the Allies. 
It is quite generally believed (and 
there are many who are still of the 
same conviction) th a t Germany had 
the subtlest and best propaganda 
service during the World War, but 
this is far from true. The Allies em­ 
ployed an old trick to create this 
impression: 
they used their own 
propaganda media to call attention

art. That Germany had a minimum 
of coordinated propaganda during 
the World War is quite generally 
accepted by students of the ques­ 
tion today. 
Under Hitler’s regime, rigid cen­ 
sorship has again acted as a boom­ 
erang, eventually harming Germany 
more in other countries than would 
a system of open and candid re­ 
lations with correspondents. Such 
a system, of cour^, would be im­ 
possible, 
for 
dictatorship 
cannot 
last long unless the citizens of a 
country are kept in ignorance. Yet 
any form of dictatorship always 
paves the way for its own ruin 
through censorship. 
The lessons we should learn from 
Germany’s plight are many. O ut­ 
standing among these are two: (1) 
Democracy cannot hope to exist 
where any form, however mild, of 
censorship is allowed by the people. 
(2) 
Rigid censorship is the one 
method of maintaining, temporarily 
at least, a dictatorship. Such a from 
of government must of necessity be 
based upon complete ignorance on 
the part; of the people under the 
dictatorship.

regardless of cause, are 


justified in depriving men, wo- 
men and children of necessary 
sustenance, which, if continued, 
would result in epidemics." 
MISS PERKINS, secretary of la- 


bor, in constant touch by telephone 
with San Francisco, tells the Presi- 
dent by radio to his battleship every- 
thing that happens. Public officials 
unnamed, say: 


"The federal government has 


no power to stop men from 
striking." 
General strikes as a rule have not 


succeeded. 
British workers in the 


general strike of 1926 failed to par- 
alyze the nation's business 
The 


British strike of coal miners was 
more successful. 
It lasted seven 


months. 
The British coal industry 


has been in collapse and the ma- 
jority of British coal miners have 
been on the dole ever since. 


Apparently some better plan than 


the strike might have been devised. 


YOU CAN DO things, when you 


control a country absolutely as 
Stalin controls Russia, with all 
money, earned by everybody spent 


ing, having seen Colonel House, re- 
ported to Lloyd George, then British 
prime minister, the administration 
wanted this country to go into .the 
war, but was "uncertain about Con- 
gress and anxious about the danger 
of a cooling down of public feeling." 


In condescending fashion the Brit- 
ish representative reports concern- 
ing President Wilson's entrance into 
the war: 


"It does seem as if the Huns

Lloyd George memoirs is contained 
in a statement concerning this coun- 
try sent to London from Washing- 
ton:

sia is watching with, keenest Inter- 
est the progress of the general strike 
in San Francisco, although com- 
ment from officials was forthcoming

Communists Blamed 


The official press ignored the as- 


sertions that Communists are par- 
ticipating in the strike but an Eng- 
lish language newspaper took cog- 
nizance of this phase of the situa- 
tion. It reprinted a declaration of 
the Daily Worker, published in New 
York, that it Is a "lie and a provo- 
cation" to say that the strike was 
organized by Communists for the 
purpose of causing an armed upris- 
ing. 


The Washington correspondent of 


Izvestia linked the trouble at San 
Francisco with the strikes in Ala- 
bama textile factories and hinted 
that the textile industry might find 
itself in similar difficulties.

"match up" the color of the st;ne. 


The 
transparent 
waterproofing 


substance, to be applied with spray 
guns after the stone has been steam 
cleaned and pointed up, will also 
provide a protection for the stone 
against the elements.

'Waterproofing 


Of Post Off ice 
To Take Month 


A month or more will be required 


to complete the special "waterproof- 
ing" of the stone of New- Castle's 
new federal building on the dia- 
mond, it was estimated today by 
George J. Murphy, head man here- 
for the A. W. Kutsche company, the 
building's general contratcor. 


With highly effective results, the 


steam cleaning part of the water- 
proofing job has been started by a 
crew of five men. They were ap- 
plying their spray guns to the Wash- 
ington street front today. 


As the work progressed the sharp 


color variations in sections of the 
stone work, particularly in the up- 
per portion where the sandstone and 
limestone join, disappeared. 


Mr. Murphy said that the finish 


concrete floors are being laid on the 
main and second floors, that glass 
was being installed in windows and 
that numerous minor jobs are now 
engaging the men. 


The stone waterproofing was au- 


thorized by the government to help 
"match up" the color of the stine. 


The 
transparent 
waterproofing 


substance, to be applied with spray 
guns after the stone has been steam 
cleaned and pointed up, will also 
provide a protection for the stone 
against the elements.
